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City is third worst in 
country for gridlock

ELY is the third most grid- 
locked city in the whole of 
the UK. 

A new study has discov¬ 
ered drivers in the Ely area 
crawl along at an average of 
14.59 miles an hour - half 
the average speed for the 
nation as a whole. 

It is beaten only by Here¬ 
ford and Cambridge, which 
is the slowest, with vehicles 
trickling along at 13.73mph 
on average. 

The figures, from Janu¬ 
ary 1 to December 31, 2016, 
have been revealed by ve¬ 
hicle tracking company 
SATRAK, and come from 
a computer trawl of more 
than three million fleet ve¬ 
hicles across the UK. 

Deliveryman for Ely flo¬ 
rist Thyme, Rob Stead, 51, 
said: “It’s a problem and it’s 
going to get worse. At peak 
times, early morning and 
afternoons it’s pretty rub-

bish. Weekends you have to 
be in Ely by 9.30am to 10am 
to get a parking space or you 
are wasting your time. 

“We try and plan so we 
know not to be in Ely for the 
peak periods. If I am deliv¬ 
ering in Ely on Saturdays I 
will do Ely first and then I 
know I can go out of Ely for 
the rest of the day and not 
have a problem. 

“There are various pinch 
points, on Witchford Road, 
the Lamb Hotel and turning 
into Broad Street. The by¬ 
pass is the ‘magic pill’... but 
that’s for articulated traffic. 
The issue is with all the de¬ 
velopment north of Ely and 
new houses going up. There 
will be about 2,000 new cars 
going up and down the A10 
and through Ely plus all the 
associated vehicles.” 

It is hoped that the new 



£36 million Ely Southern 
Bypass will ease the conges¬ 
tion which currently grid¬ 
locks the city. 

Currently, the roads near 
the station suffer badly as 
heavy goods vehicles are 
forced to use a level cross¬ 
ing which is often closed 
due to rail improvements. 

Cllr Mike Rouse said: 
“What are essentially me¬ 
dieval cities with narrow 
streets by necessity have 
slower traffic. Our towns 
were never planned with 
the car in mind. 

“A fact of life is that in a 
rural area like the fens we 
need our cars and Ely is 
a market town for a large 
catchment area. 

“We are trying to improve 
parking facilities all the 
time, so people can access 
shops and services. I am ac¬ 
tually all in favour of traffic 
moving slowly in cities, as 
speeding traffic is one of the 
biggest concerns that resi¬ 
dents have.”

A WOMAN, believed to be 
Cambridgeshire’s oldest liv¬ 
ing person, celebrated her 
107th birthday on Tuesday. 

Great-grandmother Elsie 
Ward, born in Stanground, 
Peterborough, in 1910, has 
lived through two world wars 
and the fall of the British Em¬ 
pire. 

She now lives in Fair Haven 
Care Home, in Soham, where 
she celebrated her big day 
opening her card from the 
Queen, surrounded by her 
family and posing for photo¬ 
graphs with her great grand¬ 
children. 

Son Trevor, 69, said: “The 
home put a lot of effort into 
it, they had a buffet meal, 
they had singer, just general 
songs not Ed Sheeran or any¬ 
thing like that, and presented 
her with a great big assort¬ 
ment of fruit. 

“She has had her card from 
the Queen a telegram from 
the pensions’ people. 

Elsie married a railway¬ 
man, so they moved around 
a lot. They had two sons, fef- 
fery, 77, and Trevor, who both 
visited their mother on Tues¬ 
day. 

Working for the railways 
her husband used to take her 
on tours, enjoying holidays in 
Spain and train rides across 
Europe. 

She eventually settled, 
spending the last 50 years 
of her life living in Ipswich, 
before moving to Soham for 
the last 10 years where she 
developed a liking for a tot 
of whisky every morning for 
elevenses. 

Elsie worked as a school 
dinner lady and in the 70s 


cooked food for old people at 
a community centre. 

The secret of her long life? 
“She’s stubborn,” Trevor 
joked. “She enjoys life but 
she’s obstinate, that’s why 
she’s lasted so long. 

“No - she’s friendly, outgo¬ 
ing,” he added. “Growing up 
she had a lot of friends but 
now she is the only surviving 
member of that age group.” 

Care home manager Che- 
rie Gardiner says Elsie is 
their oldest resident by a long 


stretch. 

“We’ve got someone who is 
nearly 100 but she is the old¬ 
est by about eight years,” she 
said. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s registry of births, 
deaths and marriages was 
unable to confirm yesterday 
whether Elsie is the oldest liv¬ 
ing person in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire.

War grave promise is 
honoured by woman

A KINDHEARTED woman is 
trying to track down an elderly 
war veteran poppy seller after 
a chance encounter led her on 
a journey to Thailand. 

Lesley Serrao Da Veiga, 49, 
met the man selling poppies in 
March High Street on Remem¬ 
brance Day last year when she 
bought a poppy cross to com¬ 
memorate the death of her 
uncle. 

After saying that she was 
taking the cross to the Kan- 
chanaburi war cemetery in 
Thailand, where her uncle Ar¬ 
thur George Heffer was laid to 
rest after being taken as a pris¬ 
oner of war by the Japanese, 
the pair were struck by an ex¬ 
traordinary coincidence. 

Lesley, who grew up in 
Fordham, recalls: “He said his 
brother-in-law was also bur¬ 
ied there but nobody from his 
family had the opportunity to 
visit and pay their respects. 

“I purchased a second cross 


and said I would be honoured 
to do this on his behalf.” 

Lesley, who promised her fa¬ 
ther before he died she would 
find her uncle’s grave and pay 
respects on behalf of her fam¬ 
ily, is now desperately trying to 
track down the poppy seller to 
let him know the promise she 
made to him has also been ful¬ 
filled. 

Both Lesley’s uncle Arthur 
and Private F C Seamark were 
in the The Cambridgeshire 
Regiment during the Second 
World War, some of whom 
were captured and made to 
work on Thailand’s “death rail¬ 
way”. 

The railroad between Thai¬ 
land and Burma, saw the Japa¬ 
nese enlist prisoners of war 
and Asian labourers, work¬ 
ing them to death to built 250 
miles of track over 15 months. 

For Lesley it has been vitally 
important to mark the sacrific¬ 
es made by the Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Regiment. 

Both Private Heffer, who was 
just 23, and Private Seamark, 
31, died building the Burma 


railway - featured in the film 
The Bridge on the River Kwai. 

“It was not really spoken 
about in my family because 
there was a lot of sadness,” said 
Lesley. “But I promised my dad 
that if I ever had the opportu¬ 
nity to go I would - it’s part of 
your family make up and his¬ 
tory. 

“So when the man said no¬ 
body from his family had been. 
I said I’d buy another cross and 
if I can find the grave I’ll glad¬ 
ly do it for you and get some 
pictures developed and post 
them.” 

She said: “As a family we 
didn’t have them so I know 
how precious it is. I know how 
far away it is for the family 
not to have been and done it 
themselves. 

“My uncle was captured on 
February 15 when Singapore 
fell and that’s why we went on 
February 15 this year because 
it was 75 years to the day they 
were captured. 

“It would mean a lot to pass 
on the pictures and to tell him 
somebody has been.”

A MAN from Ely has taken 
part in a world record at¬ 
tempt to fly 100 hot air bal¬ 
loons over the English Chan¬ 
nel.

Duo jailed for attacking 
man with cattle prod

TWO men who attacked another man with 
a “cattle prod” have been locked up for 18 
months. 

Tony Adams, 26, of New Road, Littleport, 
and Luke Turner, 23, of Lynn Road, Ely, at¬ 
tacked David McDermott with what was 
thought to be a cattle prod late at night in 
December last year. 

At a sentencing hearing, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard the pair then fled the 
scene in Littleport by car and were chased by 
police before being arrested. 

The court heard the victim was woken up 
by a knock at the door of his caravan just be¬ 
fore midnight. 

He opened the door and an argument im¬ 
mediately began with Turner. 

Turner then attacked Mr McDermott, re¬ 
peatedly punching and prodding him with 
“some kind of electric stun gun”, while Ad¬ 
ams laughed and blocked the door to pre¬ 
vent his escape. 

McDermott had said the attack lasted 
about 10 minutes, and he was afraid of elec¬ 
trocution by the electric device when a jug of 
water was thrown over him. 

The victim also remembered a microwave 
being thrown at some point during the at¬ 
tack. 

After several minutes, Adams reportedly 
said to Turner: “Leave him, he’s an old man.” 

Adams, who drove the getaway car, was 
said to have a “habitual problem with driv¬ 
ing offences”, according to Mr Recorder Old¬ 
ham. 

During the chase, he drove the wrong way 
round a roundabout, and tried several times 
to reverse into the pursuing police car. 

Caroline Allison, Turner’s lawyer, said the 
prolonged assault was motivated by Turner’s 
loyalty to his girlfriend, who had been “ag¬ 
gressively confronted” by Mr McDermott, 
and suffers from depression and anxiety. 

The girl was in the back of the car the pair 
used to flee the scene. 

Ms Allison called Turner’s behaviour a 
“misguided effort to protect his family”. She 
said: “He acted very much in support of his 
partner, who has her own issues.” 

The court was told that both Adams and 
Turner have been in and out of court and 
have a string of convictions between them

New station timetable revealed 


TIMINGS are now 
public for trains from 
Cambridgeshire's newest 
station to Ely, King's Lynn 
and Cambridge station. 

The new station is just 13 
minutes away from Ely, with 
the first direct train leaving 
at 6.19am on Monday, May 
22, and the last one at 00.14 
on the Tuesday morning. 

While there is still no 
fare information available, 
National Rail Enquiries is 
showing the timings of trains 
stopping at the station's 
three platforms on its online 
journey planner. 

The creation of the new 
station in north Cambridge 
has already prompted 


changes to other transport 
timetables in the area, with 
bus company Stagecoach 
making a series of changes 
for the anticipated demand 
to and from the station. 

Andy Campbell, managing 
director of Stagecoach East, 
confirmed to the News the 
route of the current City 2 
bus will be amended, with 
the bus terminating at the 
station, rather than the 
Cambridge Science Park. 

Testing of passenger 
trains has already begun at 
Cambridge North station 
ahead of its opening. 

An eight car class 317 
train was the first to stop as 
planned at platform 3. 


Trains will now be calling 
four to six times daily as 
train operator Greater Anglia 
puts the station's tracks 
through its paces. 

A formal handover of the 
three platforms and rail 
systems to the operator will 
be made on April 21. 

Volker Fitzpatrick, the lead 
building contractor, has up 
to 100 workers on site every 
day to keep to construction 
targets. Some 800 shifts 
were logged over Christmas 
and New Year as workers 
race towards the official 
target opening date of May 
21 .

for offences including theft, assault, having 
an offensive weapon, burglary and joyriding. 

But despite their pasts, Mr Recorder Old¬ 
ham took pity on the pair, who are both fa¬ 
thers to young children. 

Calling the case “very sad”, he said: “You 
both have children, and all the evidence be¬ 
fore me suggests that you are decent parents 
and support those around you - that is a 
hugely positive thing. 

“But what happened to the victim was tru¬ 
ly dreadful and really, really unpleasant. 

“You know that for offences as serious as 
these you must go to prison.” 

He added: “I want to give you both some 
hope, and I hope you will both use your time 
in custody to think about sorting yourselves 
out for the future.” 

Turner and Adams were sentenced to a 
total of 18 months in prison for assault, pos¬ 
session of a firearm, and dangerous driving. 

Adams will also be disqualified from driv¬ 
ing for 17 months from the day of his release.

Call to action 
over problem 
of loneliness 


In her weekly column for Ely News, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire Lucy Frazer talks about the Jo Cox 
Commission and the campaign to create discussion about 
loneliness 


O ver one million 
older people are 
chronically lonely 
and half a million people 
over the age of 60 usually 
spend every day alone. This 
is according to research 
by AgeUK who are one of 
nine organisations working 
collaboratively on the 
'Spotlight on Older People' 
initiative inspired by the 
Jo Cox Commission on 
Loneliness. 

Passionate about tackling 
loneliness, Jo set up the 
commission before her 
murder in June 2016. In 
her memory the commission 
is being taken forward by a 
number of cross-party MPs 
supported by her family. 

This is the first of a series 
of monthly campaigns 
focusing on different sectors 
of society most prone to 
loneliness. The aim of 


the campaign is to create 
discussion around loneliness 
and prompt us all to think a 
bit more about what part we 
could play to help combat it. 

While loneliness can strike 
at any age, older people are 
at higher risk of being lonely 
as they are more likely to 
experience deteriorating 
health and the death of a 
loved one. Disability, poor 
health, poverty and limited 
access to transport all 
contribute to older people 
feeling cut off from their 
family, friends and local 
communities, meaning many 
older people have little or no 
social interaction. 

Although there is no 
quick fix or single policy 
solution to eradicate 
loneliness, there are reasons 
to hope that we can change 
things for the better. The 
commission aims not to 



simply highlight the issue 
of loneliness, but more 
importantly act as a call to 
action. Under the slogan 
'start a conversation', its 
goal is to mobilise us all to 
help our neighbours, family 
and friends - whether it 
be talking to a neighbour, 
visiting an old friend, or just 
making time for the people 
we meet.

As the anniversary of Prince's death 
approaches, his first wife Mayte Garcia tells 

HANNAH STEPHENSON about how the 
enigmatic star made her feel, the tragic loss 
that tore them apart, and coping with her grief 


M ayte garcia laughs as 
she recalls how her 
husband would borrow 
her make-up, mascara 
and even clothes from 
her wardrobe. 

But then her husband was 
Prince, the icon revered for his 
flamboyant style and enigmatic 
public image, as much as his 
music. 

"He wore my make-up, he wore 
my perfumes. If I bought a new 
one, it would be gone. Even my 
pants [trousers]. He would take 
them and get them cut so that he 
could wear them,” reveals Mayte, 
43, who at 5ft 4ins, was two inches 
taller than the star. 

A dancer, she met the Purple 
Rain megastar when she was 16 
and he was 32, and became his 
backing dancer, long-time muse, 
first wife and mother of his only 
child. They married in 1996 
and split a few years 
later, finally signing 
divorce papers in 
2000. 

She says the year 
since his death has 
been an 
'awakening! 

"It's made me 


more 

compassionate and 
more aware of my 
surroundings. It's 
been a year where you 
don't want it to be real, 
where you wake up 
thinking, 'Did all of this really 
happen, is this a dream?"' 

It also led to her decision to 
reveal what it was like being 
married to one of the most famous 
and enigmatic music performers 
and writers of the century, which 
she does through her new book, 
The Most Beautiful: My Life With 
Prince. 

Today, she lives in a modest 
home in a Los Angeles suburb with 
her adopted daughter Gia, five, 
and teaches belly dancing, as well 
as keeping busy with the small dog 
rescue charity she founded. It's a 
far cry from Paisley Park, Prince's 
vast recording complex and living 
area outside Minneapolis. 

She still has pictures of him, 
some of his clothes and jewellery, 
which she’s resisted auctioning off, 
but can't quite bring herself to 
listen to the music he created 
during their time together. 

It all started in 1990; Mayte had 
gone to see Prince perform in 
Barcelona, and after returning to 
Germany, where her pilot father 
was based, her mother found out 
that the singer's Nude Tour would 
be in Mannheim later that year. 

She persuaded Mayte to shoot a 
video of herself dancing - in the 
hope of getting her a job - which 
they handed to a dancer backstage 
before the concert. Prince agreed 
to meet her. 

"He was a genius who had a big 
heart. I want people to know that 
he wasn't a weird reclusive. He was 
definitely not normal, but that's 
why people loved him." 

When they married, she joined 
him on five world tours, appeared 
in dozens of music videos, 
after-shows and photo-shoots. 

"He was funny, playful. He was 
older than me, but he made me

on tour. 


"At first, we helped each other," 
she says. "He went on tour and I 
got healthy. We were together and 
we tried again." 

She believes he was so lost in his 
own grief that it left him vulnerable 
to recruitment into the Jehovah's 
Witnesses by his friend Larry 
Graham, the former bass player for 
Sly And The Family Stone. His 
newfound faith further distanced 
him from Mayte. 

An early miscarriage in her 
second pregnancy led to further 
distress, but Prince threw himself 
into more touring and met 
Manuela Testolini, a consultant for 
his charity, who was to become his 
second ex-wife. 

Mayte signed the divorce papers 
in 2000, but not before Prince had 
instructed his assistant to burn 
everything in the house that 
reminded him of her or the baby, 
including the contents of the 
nursery, Amiir's crib, toys, clothes 
and even his ashes. 

"Now, being older, I look back 
and think I could definitely have 
dealt with it differently. I don't 
blame myself, but there's a part of 
me now that thinks, fight for what 
you love. It's always in my heart 
and it’s painful." 

She says she was never aware of 
Prince taking drugs in the decade 
they were together or popping too 
many prescription pills, although 
she records several incidents in the 
book in which he behaved 
strangely, saying he was sick. 

Nevertheless, his death at 57, 
from an accidental overdose of 
painkillers, came as a huge shock. 

Mayte was on her way to an 
animal care centre when Manuela 
texted her, asking her to call her. 

Pulling over, she made the call to 
be told that Prince had died in a lift 
at Paisley. Mayte recalls screaming 
and crying, and arrived home to 
find reporters and photographers 
were already camped outside. 

In the last year, she’s grieved a 
lot, but says: "I also know because 
of what we went through, that he 
[Prince] wouldn’t want that. He 
was always looking to evolve and 
become enlightened and go to the 
next level, so when I have my 
moments - and I've had many -1 
have to remember that he was such 
a spiritual man. 

"I've lost someone very 
important in my life. We hadn't 
spoken for a few years, but that 
love was still there. 

"I think April 21 will be really 
hard for everybody," Mayte 
continues. "I'm hoping this book 
gives people a sense of comfort. It's 
a beautiful love story and I hope it 
makes people love him more."

"He would listen to me, talking 
about life.

Once married, Mayte fell 
pregnant quickly, but heartache 
followed when their son, Amiir, 
lived for just a week, due to a rare 
genetic disorder. 


The loss was so agonising that 
Mayte contemplated suicide. 

"I didn't know how I was going 
to get out of this deep hole. My 
body was aching for that baby. He 
[Prince] was dealing with his pain 
too. I didn't know how I was going 
to wake up not crying. I don't know 
how I got back to enjoying 
anything. 

"It was really hard to talk about it 
and I remember trying to find the 
right words," she continues. "I 
don't think there are any words 
that can explain how it feels to lose 
a child, but I remember feeling so 
low, for a moment I stepped out of 
my body and said, 'I don't wish this 
on my worst enemy! 

"I felt a sense of failure, of, 'What 
did I do?,' of anger, disbelief, shock. 
I didn't want to confront it or deal 
with it. It has to be a blur for me to 
keep moving forward, but it's in my 
heart and I'll always feel it and I’ll 
always have a sense of compassion 
and respect for people who go 
through that." 

Prince's way of coping with it was 
to throw himself into work and go

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New car sales hit all-time 
high - thanks to car tax!

EW car sales in the UK hit an 
all-time high last month - and, 
according to industry insiders, 
it's all down to the rise in car tax. 

The new car market grew by 8.4 
per cent in March, making it the 
biggest month since records began, 
some 20 years ago, according to 
figures published by the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT). 

The record performance came as 
buyers seized the chance to buy cars 
before the new vehicle excise duty 
(VED) rates came into force on April 
1. Under the new system all new cars, 
except those with zero emissions, are 
subject to an annual flat rate charge. 

A total of 562,337 new cars 
were registered in March, more 
than double the number in the first 
two months of the year combined, 
meaning that no less than 820,016 
new cars have been driven off 
forecourts in the first quarter of 2017 
- a 6.2 per cent rise on the same 
period in 2016 and a new record for 
the quarter. 

Following the recent trend, 
consumers are increasingly looking 
to invest in the latest low-emission 
technology, with March seeing a

31 per cent surge in registrations of 
alternatively fuelled vehicles. Petrol 
cars experienced a notable uplift too, 


growing 13.2 per cent while demand 
for diesels also increased, in spite of 
the continued scaremongering over 


diesel emissions. Nearly a quarter of a 
million buyers opted for oil-burners - 
the most ever in a single month. 

According to Mike Hawes, SMMT 
chief executive:"These record 
figures are undoubtedly boosted by 
consumers and businesses reacting 
to new VED changes, pulling forward 
purchases into March, especially 
those ultra-low emission vehicles that 
will no longer benefit from a zero- 
rate fee. Looking ahead to the rest of 
the year, we still expect the market 
to cool only slightly given broader 
political uncertainties as there are still 
attractive deals on offer." 

Ford dominated the best sellers list 
with the Fiesta and Focus leading the 
pack and the latest Kuga taking ninth 
place.

New van demand 
dips as LCV 
market stabilises 

SALES of light commercial 
vehicle registrations dipped in 
March, as the market stabilised 
following a sustained period 
of strong growth and record 
demand, according to figures 
released by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT). 

A total of 63,316 light 
commercial vehicles hit British 
roads last month, representing 
a small fall of -0.9 per cent, and 
the first decline in March for five 
years. 

Pick-ups and heavier vans 
experienced an increase in 
demand in March, up 23 
per cent and 3.6 per cent, 
respectively. However, figures for 
smaller vans painted a different 
picture, with registrations of 
vehicles weighing less than two 
tonnes down by 31.6 per cent 
and vans between 2.0-2.5 tonnes 
falling 4.0 per cent. 

Mike Hawes, SMMT chief 
executive, said, "The new van 
market has experienced strong 
levels of demand in recent years 
and this dip in registrations 
represents a natural rebalancing 
of the market. Despite the 
decline, demand remains at an 
historically high level."

FOUR in five motorists seek 
advice before committing to 
garage repair work, but almost 
half (47 per cent) limit that 
advice to friends and family 
rather than professional 
guidance, according to new 
research by motoreasy, the 
automotive start-up aiming 
to disrupt the service, 
maintenance and repair 
industry. 

Other popular sources of 
counsel include personal online 
research, favoured by a quarter 
of drivers, while one in seven 


(14 per cent) turn to forums for 
information. 

However, motoreasy experts 
warn that the 'knowledge 
deficit' means owners could 
still find themselves agreeing to 
unnecessary work on their cars. 

The data showed that men 
are more likely to trust their 
own judgement, with 18 
per cent believing they have 
enough of an understanding 
to trust the repairer's 
recommendations. For female 
motorists, that figure drops to 
4 per cent.

GTE is 514 miles and the GTE's battery 
gives an all-electric range of 31 miles. 
This opens up the possibility of driving 
significant distances cross-country 
using the TSI petrol engine and then 
completing the journey into a town or 
city under zero emission full electric 
power. 

Official performance figures for the 
204 PS Golf GTE show it capable of 
covering the 0-62 mph sprint in 7.6 
seconds with a top speed, where legal, 
of 138 mph. C02 emissions are 38^ 
km for the GTE and 40g/km for the 
GTE Advance, while combined fuel 
economy is 166 mpg for the GTE and 
157 mpg for the GTE Advance. 

Sitting alongside the range of the 
Golf GTE is its ability to offer high 
performance driving when required. A 
press of the centre console-mounted
